EXECUTIVE ORDER 
Establishing the Morgan Farm Wildlife 
Refuge, Vermont 

By virtue of the authority vested in 
me as President of the United States, it 
is ordered that the lands owned or con¬ 


trolled by the United States in Addison 
County, Vermont, within the area de¬ 
lineated upon the diagram attached 
hereto and made a part hereof, be, and 
they are hereby, reserved and set apart, 
subject to valid existing rights, for the 
use of the Department of Agriculture as 
a refuge and breeding ground for birds 
and other wildlife. 
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The lands included in this refuge are 
now under the jurisdiction of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for use as the 
United States Morgan Horse Farm, and 


this reservation shall be subject to that 
use. 

It is unlawful for any person to pur¬ 
sue. hunt, trap, capture, willfully dis¬ 
turb, or kill any bird or wild animal of 
any kind whatsoever within the limits of 
the refuge, or to enter thereon, except 
under such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

This reservation shall be known as the 
Morgan Farm Wildlife Refuge.

Alaska 

By virtue of and pursuant to the au¬ 
thority vested in the President by the 
act of June 4, 1897, 30 Stat. 11, 36 
(U. S. C., title 16, sec. 473), and upon 
the recommendation of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, it is ordered that the follow¬ 
ing-described tracts of land in Alaska, 
occupied as homesites and identified by 
elimination surveys, plats and field notes 
of which are on file in the General Land 
Office, Washington, D. C., be, and they 
are hereby, excluded from the Chugach 
or Tongass National Forest, as herein¬ 
after indicated, and restored to entry 
under the applicable public-land laws: 

Chugach National Forest 

Homesite No. 9, on east shore of Kenai 
Lake, 4.96 acres; approximate latitude 
60°24' N., longitude 149°22' W.; 

Tongass National Forest 

Homesite No. 134, lot “F”, Mud Bay 
Group, Revillagigedo Island, 4.90 acres; 
approximate latitude 55°24'32" N., longi¬ 
tude 131°45'32" W.;

Revocation of Executive Order No.

Revocation of Executive Order No. 
5792 of February 2, 1932, Withdraw¬ 
ing Public Lands, California and 
Nevada 

By virtue of and pursuant to the au¬ 
thority vested in the President by tho 
act of June 25, 1910, c. 421, 36 Stat. 847. 
as amended by the act of August 24 
1912. c. 369, 37 Stat. 497, I hereby re¬ 
voke (1) Executive Order No. 5789 of 
February 2, 1932, withdrawing public 
lands in California pending a resurvey, 
as to the remainder of the lands affected 
thereby, and (2) Executive Order No. 
5792 of February 2, 1932, withdrawing 
public lands in Nevada pending a resur¬ 
vey. as to the remainder of the lands 
affected thereby, except those therein de¬ 
scribed in T. 26 S.. R. 58 E. of the 
Mount Diablo meridian, both of these 
orders having been heretofore partially 
revoked by Executive Order No. 6720 of 
May 25, 1934. 

This order shall become effective upon 
the date of the official filing of the plats 
of the resurveys of the lands involved.

TITLE 20—EMPLOYEES* BENEFITS 

UNITED STATES EMPLOYEES’ COM¬ 
PENSATION COMMISSION 

Part 1—Claims for Compensation and 
Administrative Procedure 

April 11, 1939. 

The regulations adopted by the United 
States Employees’ Compensation Com¬ 
mission and made effective as of June 1, 
1938, governing the administration of the 
United States Employees’ Compensation 
Act of September 7. 1916, as amended, 
are hereby amended and shall hereafter 
read and provide as follows: 

“Sec. 1.20 Injuries to members of the 
Naval Reserve . (a) If in time of peace 

any member of the Naval Reserve, as In¬ 
cluded in the Naval Reserve Act of 1938. 
approved June 25, 1938 (52 Stat. 1175 at 
1181), is physically injured in the line of 
duty while performing active military or 
naval service, or dies as the result of such 
physical injury, he or his beneficiaries 
shall be entitled to all the benefits pre¬ 
scribed by law for civil employees of the 
United States who are physically injured 
in the line of duty or who die as a result 
thereof. The Commission has jurisdic- 
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tion in such cases and performs the same 
duties with reference thereto as in the 
cases of civil employees of the United 
States so disabled. For the purpose of 
this Section all members of the Naval 
Reserve shall be considered as having 
performed active military or naval serv¬ 
ice at time of injury while having per¬ 
formed active duty, with or without pay, 
training duty, with or without pay, drills, 
equivalent instruction or duty, appro¬ 
priate duty, or other prescribed duty, 
or while having performed authorized 
travel to or from such duties. 

“(b) In no case coming within the 
purview of this Section shall sickness or 
disease be regarded as an injury. 

“(c) For the purpose of determining 
the benefits to which a claimant may be 
entitled under the provisions of this Sec¬ 
tion, Naval Reservists so physically in¬ 
jured while performing duties stated in 
.subparagraph (a) of this Section and in 
a non-pay status, will be held and con¬ 
sidered as receiving the pay and allow¬ 
ances which they would have received 
had they been in a pay status. 

“(d) A person eligible to receive the 
benefits coming within the purview ol 
this Section who may also be eligible to 
receive a pension under the provisions 
of the Act of June 23, 1937, entitled, 
‘An Act to amend the provisions of the 
pension laws for peacetime service to 
include Reserve officers and members 
of the enlisted Reserves’ (50 Stat. 305), 
shall elect which benefit he shall receive. 

“(e) All provisions of this Chapter 
and of the United States Employees’ 
Compensation Act of September 7. 1916, 
as amended, except such as may be in 
conflict with the provisions of this Sec¬ 
tion or with Section 304 of the Naval 
Reserve Act of 1938. approved June 25, 
1938 (52 Stat. 1175 at 1181), shall be 
applicable with respect to cases of mem¬ 
bers of the Naval Reserve.” 

“Sec. 1.22 Inspection of records of 
Commission. An employee or his bene¬ 
ficiary in case of death, or the agent of 
such employee or beneficiary, may, at the 
discretion of the Commission, be per¬ 
mitted to examine the records of the 
case in which he is an interested party. 
In any request for such permission the 
Commission shall be the judge of the 
reasonableness thereof, and may, in its 
discretion permit inspection of such rec¬ 
ord or part thereof which, in its opinion, 
will not result in damage or harm to the 
beneficiary or to any person, or which 
will not be inimical to the interests of 
the Commission or of the United States.”

Part 21—Claims for Compensation and 
Administrative Procedure 

April 11, 1939. 

The regulation adopted by the United 
States Employees’ Compensation Com¬ 
mission and made effective as of June 
1, 1938, governing the administration of 
the United States Employees' Compensa¬ 
tion Act of September 7. 1916, as 
amended and extended to Emergency 
Relief employees, enrolled personnel in 
the Civilian Conservation Corps, and 
others, are hereby amended and shall 
hereafter read and provide as follows: 

“Sec. 21.1 General provisions; defini¬ 
tions . The United States Employees’ 
Compensation Commission is charged 
with the administration of the work¬ 
men’s compensation provisions in the 
Acts of Congress approved February 15, 
1934 (48 Stat. 351; 5 U. S. C. 796), June 
19, 1934 (48 Stat. 1021 at 1056, 16 
U. S. C. 587a), April 8, 1935 (49 Stat. 
115), June 22, 1936 (49 Stat. 1608; 15 
U. S. C. 728), June 29, 1936 (49 Stat. 
2035), June 29. 1937 (50 Stat. 352; 15 
U. S. C. 728), and June 21, 1938 (52 
Stat. 809 at 814; 15 U. S. C. 728 note), 
which extend the provisions of the 
United States Employees’ Compensation 
Act of September 7, 1916, as amended 
(39 Stat. 742; 5 U. S. C. 751) and pro¬ 
vide in effect for the payment of limited 
compensation benefits under prescribed 
circumstances, on account of injury and 
death with respect to the following 
classes of persons; 

“(1) Employees of the Federal Civil 
Works Administration. 

“(2) Persons receiving security pay¬ 
ments under the Emergency Relief Ap¬ 
propriation Act of 1935. 

“(3) Persons, other than administra¬ 
tive employees, receiving wages under 
the Emergency Relief Appropriation Acts 
of 1936, 1937, and 1938. 

“(4) Persons receiving payments for 
services rendered under the National 
Youth Administration. 

“(5) Persons employed and paid by the 
United States in those States in which 
the Federal Relief Administrator as¬ 
sumed control under the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Relief Act of 1933, provided in¬ 
jury caused death or permanent disa¬ 
bility. 

“(6) Veterans of the World War and 
other persons attached to Veterans’ 
Camps Nos. 1, 3, and 5, who were injured 
or died as a result of the hurricane of 
September 2, 1935, at the Florida Keys. 

“(7) Enrollees of the Civilian Conser¬ 
vation Corps. 

“These Acts extend with certain limi¬ 
tations the provisions of the said Act of 
September 7, 1916, to the several classes 
of persons enumerated above. The said 
Act of September 7, 1916, authorizes the 
Commission to make necessary rules and 
regulations, and to decide all questions 
arising thereunder. The regulations of 
this Chapter shall apply with respect to 


the several classes of persons so enumer¬ 
ated. 

“The Commission has power to issue 
subpoenas for and to compel the attend¬ 
ance of witnesses within a radius of one 
hundred miles, to require the production 
of books, papers, documents, and other 
evidence, to administer oaths, and to ex¬ 
amine witnesses, upon any matter within 
the jurisdiction of the Commission. In 
the absence of fraud or mistake in math¬ 
ematical calculations, the findings of 
fact in, and the decision of the Commis¬ 
sion upon, the merits of any claim pre¬ 
sented under or authorized by said Acts, 
if supported by competent evidence, shall 
not be subject to review by any other 
administrative or accounting officer, em¬ 
ployee, or agent of the United States. 

“All employees of the United States 
and other persons who may claim or be 
entitled to claim benefits under any of 
the said Acts and the official superiors 
of any such persons shall be bound by 
these regulations and shall conform with 
the procedure prescribed in said Acts 
and in the regulations under this 
Chapter. 

“Where on projects the preparation of 
reports and papers relating to compen¬ 
sation for injury or death is under the 
jurisdiction of a Federal agency other 
than the Works Progress Administration, 
the term ‘official superior’ as used in this 
Chapter shall include the person having 
responsible supervision over the employee 
who is injured. Where the reporting of 
injury cases has been delegated to an 
agent of the Works Progress Adminis¬ 
tration, the duties to be performed by the 
official superior shall be performed by the 
person on the staff of the State or local 
Works Progress Administrator, who is 
charged with the duty of supervising the 
reporting of injury cases. Authority to 
make initial payments of compensation 
and to furnish immediate medical atten¬ 
tion has been delegated, in certain cases, 
to State Compensation Officers of the 
Works Progress Administration. 

“For the purpose of this Chapter, the 
term ‘employee’ as used herein shall in¬ 
clude, in addition to civil employees of 
the United States, other persons within 
the classes of persons enumerated above 
who are within the purview of the several 
Acts of Congress above cited. The term 
‘Commission’ as used in this Chapter 
means the United States Employees' 
Compensation Commission. The term 
‘injury* as used in this Chapter means 
traumatic injury by accident while the 
employee is in the performance of duty. 
‘Traumatic injury* as so used is defined 
as meaning only an injury by accident 
causing damage or harm to the physi¬ 
cal structure of the body, and shall not 
include a disease in any form except as 
it shall naturally result from the injury. 
Injuries caused by an employee’s wilful 
misconduct, or by his intention to bring 
about the injury or death of himself or 
of another or proximately by his intoxi¬ 
cation, are not compensable. 
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“Sec. 21.22 Inspection of records of 
Commission. An employee or his bene¬ 
ficiary in case of death, or the agent 
of such employee or beneficiary, may, at 
the discretion of the Commission, be 
permitted to examine the records of the 
case in which he is an interested party. 
In any request for such permission the 
Commission shall be the judge of the 
reasonableness thereof, and may, in its 
discretion permit inspection of such rec¬ 
ord or part thereof which, in its opinion, 
will not result in damage or harm to 
the beneficiary or to any person, or 
which will not be inimical to the in¬ 
terests of the Commission or of the 
United States. 

“Sec. 24.3 Limitation of amount of 
compensation for injury or death. The 
total aggregate compensation in any 
case for injury or death, or both, shall 
not exceed the sum of $4,000. The 
maximum monthly rate of compensation 
in any case shall not exceed the sum 
of $50.00. The maximum aggregate 
compensation payable in any case shall 
be exclusive of medical costs.'*

Sec. 20.27 Raccoon Creek Recrea¬ 
tional Demonstration Area —(a) Fish¬ 
ing. (1) The Lake Area is closed to 
fishing. All other waters are open to 
fishing. 

(2) Fishing is permitted only between 
the hours of 6:00 A. M. and 9:00 P. M.

Sec. 20.26 Hawaii National Park — 
Speed. Speed of automobiles and other 
vehicles, except ambulances and Govern¬ 
ment cars on emergency trips, is limited 
to 45 miles per hour on the Mamalahoa 
Highway, except on sections thereof 
where signs are posted indicating a 
speed limit of 25 miles per hour.

AMENDMENTS TO SUBSIDIARY REGULATIONS 

Pursuant to the authority contained in 
the General Rules and Regulations ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary of the Interior 
June 18, 1936 (1 F. R. 672), and upon the 
recommendation of the Superintendent, 
the subsidiary regulations for Sequoia 
National Park, approved January 25, 
1936, as amended April 4, 1938 (3 F. R. 
760),* are hereby further amended, to 
become effective immediately. 

Paragraphs (d), (e), (f), (g), (h) 
and (i) of Section 20.11, Title 36, Code 
of Federal Regulations, are amended to 
read as follows: 

(d) Fishing; closed waters. The fol¬ 
lowing waters are closed to fishing dur¬ 
ing the calendar year 1939, to act as 
holding ponds and feeder streams for 
restocking main waters: 

(1) On the watershed of the North 
Fork of the Kaweah River— 

Cabin Creek from source to junction 
with Dorst Creek. 

(2) On the watershed of the Marble 
Fork of the Kaweah River- 

Deer Creek from the foot bridge on 
the Sunset-Village Trail to the source. 

Silliman Creek from source at Siliiman 
Lake to bridge on the Generals Highway. 

Wolverton Creek above the Wolverton 
Reservoir where signs are posted. 

(3) On the watershed of the Middle 
Fork of the Kaweah River— 

Log Meadow Creek from the source of 
the High Sierra Trail Bridge at Lower 
Crescent Meadow. 

(e) Same; closed streams and lakes. 
The following parts of all streams and 
lakes within the park are also closed to 
fishing: 

(1) All lakes within 300 feet of an inlet 
or outlet.

(2) All streams connected with any lake 
shall be closed for a distance of 300 feet 
from either the inlet or the outlet of the 
lake. 

(3) When any stream connecting two 
lakes is one-fourth mile or less in length, 
the entire stream shall be closed to 
fishing. 

(f) Same; open season. May 1 to Oc¬ 
tober 31, 1939. 

(g) Same; limit of catch. The limit 
of catch shall be 15 fish per day, caught 
or in possession, or 7 pounds and one 
fish, in all waters of the park, except 
Wolverton Reservoir, where a special 
limit of 5 fish regardless of size shall 
apply. Possession of more than one 
day’s catch limit by any one person at 
any time shall be construed as a viola¬ 
tion of this regulation. 

(h) Fishing license. A California 
State fishing license is required of all 
persons over eighteen years of age fish¬ 
ing in the park. 

(i) Repeal. All previous subsidiary 
regulations relating to fishing in Se¬ 
quoia National Park are hereby re¬ 
pealed.

TITLE 41—PUBLIC CONTRACTS 
PUBLIC CONTRACTS DIVISION 

In the Matter of Proposed Amendment 
to Article 101 (B) of Regulations 
No. 504 

By virtue of the authority vested in the 
Secretary of Labor by Section 4 of the 
Act entitled “An Act to provide condi¬ 
tions for the purchase of supplies and the 
making of contracts by the United States 
and for other purposes”, (Act of June 30. 
1936, Public No. 846, 74th Congress!), 
Article 101 (b) of Part H of the Regula¬ 
tions No. 504, dated September 14, 1936, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(b) A regular dealer is a person who 
owns, operates, or maintains a store, 
warehouse, or other establishment in 
which the materials, supplies, articles, or 
equipment of the general character de¬ 
scribed by the specifications and required 
under the contract are bought, kept in 
stock, and sold to the public in the usual 
course of business. 

(1) A regular dealer in lumber and 
timber products, if a wholesale lumber 
dealer, may be a person who owns, oper¬ 
ates. or maintains a place of business in 
which the materials, supplies, articles, 
or equipment of the general character 
described by the specifications and re¬ 
quired under the contract are bought 
for the account of such person and sold 
to the public in the usual course of 
business; provided that at least more 
than 50% of his business is such pur-

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chase and sale of such materials, sup¬ 
plies, articles, or equipment; and pro¬ 
vided further, that upon all orders to 
manufacturers for direct shipment to 
the United States he agrees to insert a 
notice to the manufacturer to the effect 
that the supplies are purchased for the 
United States and that the manufac¬ 
turer is within the terms of Article 104 
of these Regulations requiring com¬ 
pliance with the provisions of the “Pub¬ 
lic Contracts Act.” 

(2) A regular dealer in coal may be 
a person who owns, operates, or main¬ 
tains a place of business in which the 
materials, supplies, articles, or equip¬ 
ment of the general character described 
by the specifications and required under 
the contract are bought for the account 
of such person and sold to users or other 
trade outlets in the usual course of busi¬ 
ness in lots of not less than a cargo or 
railroad carload. 

(3) A machine tool dealer may be a 
person possessing, through contract or 
agreement with a manufacturer, the re- 
sponsibilty for selling that manufactur¬ 
er’s products, with respect to a specific 
territory and who is authorized by such 
manufacturer to offer its products and to 
negotiate and conclude contracts for the 
furnishing thereof; provided, that upon 
all orders to manufacturers for direct 
shipment to the United States he agrees 
to insert a notice to the manufacturer to 
the effect that the supplies are purchased 
for the United States and that the man¬ 
ufacturer is within the terms of Article 
104 of these Regulations requiring com¬ 
pliance with the provisions of the “Public 
Contracts Act.” 

(4) A regular dealer in hay, grain, 
feed, or straw may be a person who owns, 
operates, or maintains a store, ware¬ 
house, or other place of business in which 
the materials, supplies, articles, or equip¬ 
ment of the general character described 
by the specifications and required under 
the contract are bought for the account 
of such person and sold to the public 
in the usual course of business, and 
whose principal business is such pur¬ 
chase and sale of such materials, sup¬ 
plies, articles, or equipment.

Regulations to Promote Safety of Life 
During the Intercollegiate Regatta 
at Poughkeepsie, New York on June 
17, 1939 

The following regulations are hereby 
prescribed under authority of the Act 
of April 28, 1908 (35 Stat. 69): 

On the day of the regatta all visiting 
yachts and excursion boats will be given 
positions to the eastward of the estab¬ 
lished easterly line of the course in the 
order of arrival and application. Small 
yachts and boats will be given positions 
in front of the larger craft. No vessels 
will be allowed to anchor to the west¬ 
ward of the course or within 100 yards 
up stream or down stream from the 
finish line on either side of course. 

All visiting vessels must be anchored 
in their assigned positions one hour be¬ 
fore the start of the first race, and 
thereafter until the finish of the last 
race of the day no vessel will be allowed 
on the course excepting the steward’s 
boat, the launches of the competing 
crews, and other official boats. 

No vessel shall pass up or down the 
river during the progress of the races. 
A succession of sharp, short whistles 
from the United States vessel patrolling 
the course shall serve as a signal for 


vessels to stop. Pilots of vessels shall 
stop when directed to do so by the 
United States Officer in charge. 

No vessel will be allowed to make fast 
to the judges’ boat at the finish line, 
excepting boats carrying telephone or 
telegraph cables and the steward’s dis¬ 
patch boat. 

Prior to the alignment of the crews 
on the starting line, all vessels entitled 
to follow excepting the steward’s boat 
shall take their places to the eastward 
of the course and shall not be permitted 
to run ahead of the steward’s boat or 
any crew continuing in the race. 

No vessel or boat of any description 
shall pass over the course until fifteen 
minutes after the conclusion of the last 
race, and then with due regard for the 
safety of competing crews returning to 
their training quarters over the course. 

The above regulations will be enforced 
subject to the discretion of the United 
States officer in charge.
